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All but one record 
for voting broken 



Every NCAA Convention vot- 
ing record except one was broken 
at the 84th annual Convention 
January 8-10 in Dallas. 

Spurred by the largest Con- 
vention turnout ever and by the 
most roll-call votes in history, 
the delegates shattered the marks 
for the highest counted votes in 
the general business session and 
in Divisions 1, 1-A, 1-AA and III. 
Only in Division II did the pre- 
vious high count stand. 

In fact, Division I registered 
25 separate votes that were higher 
than the previous record. And 
the general business session re- 
corded the largest three votes in 
Convention history and eight ot 
the top 10 all-time. 

The voting-record summary 
in Dallas: 

• General session: A record 
746 votes on No. 30- 1 , an amend- 
mcnt-to-amendmcnt to include 
basketball and football in the 
time-reduction resolution. Old 
record; 704, 1987 annual Con- 
vention, to move the financial 
aid legislation from the constitu- 
tion to the bylaws. 

The general session also re- 
corded votes of 743 (No. 30-A, 
the time-reduction resolution), 
second highest all-time; 741 (No. 
30-1 1, once-in-four-ycar basket- 
ball exemption), third highest; 
693 (No. 32, summer financial 
aid), sixth highest; 691 (No. 52, 
individual drug sanctions), sev- 
enth highest; 690 (No. 53, year- 
round drug testing), eighth high- 
est; 681 (No. 54, team sanctions 
for use of banned drugs), ninth 
highest, and 676 (No. 32-1, 



amendment to No. 32), tenth 
highest. 

• Division I: A record 327, 
three times No. 38, granting a 
fourth year of eligibility to non- 
qualifiers and partial qualifiers; 
No. 56, a resolution regarding 
freshman ineligibility in Division 
I men's basketball, and No. 30-1 
(as part of the total vote). The 
highest possible number of Divi- 
sion I votes was 330. 

Division 1 also recorded 22 
other vote totals ranging from 
320 through 326. Old record: 
319, 1989, "Propo.sal 42." 

• Division I-A: A record 1 1 5 
on the final vote on No. 30-B 
(spring football practice), which 
represents every possible I-A 
vote. The subdivision also had 
114 votes on a motion to refer 
No. 30-B. Old record: 113 
twice — 1987 special Convention 
(to lower football grants from 95 
to 90) and 1989 (football evalua- 
tion periods). 

• Division I-AA: A record 96 
on the final vote on No. 30-B. 
That is just one short of the 
highest possible vote in that sub- 
division. Division I-AA voters 
also posted a 94 total on the 
motion to refer No. 30-B. Old 
record; 93, 1987 special Conven- 
tion (to lower football grants 
from 70 to 65). 

• Division III: A record 238, 
twice — No. 30-1 (as part of the 
total vote on that amendment- 
to-amendment) and No. 30-G 
(basketball season reductions). 
That division also had two votes 
of 236 (No. 103, out-of-season

Select Committee laid base 
for sports reform movement 



When the Knight Commission, a 
privately funded, two-year, $2 mil- 
lion project, conducts its first meet- 
ing January 30-31 in Washington, 

D. C., it will mark the second time in 
eight years that a national blue- 
ribbon panel has investigated prob- 
lems in intercollegiate athletics. 

For a 16-month period in 1982 
and 1983, a Select Committee on 
Athletic Problems and Concerns in 
Higher Education formulated re- 
commendations to deal with "the 
serious problems affecting college 
athletics." That 16-mcmber panel 
was funded by the NCAA but oper- 
ated as an independent commission 
with its own staff. Its final report 
was submitted in October 1983. 

A review of that report shows 
that the Select Committee was suc- 
cessful, sooner or later, in 22 of its 
27 specific recommendations, or 
better than 80 percent. 

There is one member of the 
Knight Commission who also served 
on the Select Committee: Charles 

E. Young, then and now chancellor 
of the University of California, Los 
Angeles. 

Other members of the 1982-J983 
committee were Willie D. Davis, 
Los Angeles businessman and 
former professional footba.ll player; 
Robert S. Devaney, director of ath- 
letics. University of Nebraska, Lin- 
coln; the late Jerome H. Holland, 
former U.S. Ambassador to Sweden 
and former college president; Lou 
Holtz, then football coach at the 
University of Arkansas, Fayetteville, 
and now at the University of Notre 
Dame; Edward H. Jennings, presi- 
dent, Ohio State University; Rev. 
Edmund P. .loyce, then executive 
vice-president. University ot Notre 



Dame, now retired; Roy Kramer, 
then athletics director at Vanderbilt 
University, now recently named com- 
missioner of the Southeastern Con- 
ference. 

Also, Wesley W. Posvar, chancel- 
lor. University of Pittsburgh; Otis 
A. Singletary, then president of the 
University of Kentucky, now retired; 
Dean E. Smith, basketball coach. 
University of North Carolina, 
Chapel Hill; Howard R. Swearer, 
then president of Brown University; 
Barbara S. UehUng, then chancellor 
at the University of Missouri, Co- 
lumbia, and now chancellor of the

NCAA continues review 
of Tarkanian litigation 



I egal counsel for the NCAA and 
Jerry larkanian, men's basketball 
coach at the University of Nevada, 
Las Vegas, are reviewing documents 
that, if approved, would constitute 
agreement by both sides implement- 
ing the state Supreme Court ruling 
handed down last September as to 
Tarkanian's injunction against the 
NCAA. 

"The parties tried to develop a 
stipulation that would do two 
things," said .lohn J. Kilchin of 
Swanson, Midgley, Gangwere, 
Clarke and Kitchin, the Associa- 
tion's Kansas City, Missouri, legal 
counsel. 

"Eirsl, the stipulation would carry 
out the (Nevada) state Supreme 
Court ruling relative to dissolving 
the district court injunction (against 
the NCAA) and the reversal of 



judgment regarding (Tarkanian's) 
attorneys' fees. 

"It also would confirm that the 
NCAA is entitled to payment (by 
larkanian) of court costs dating to 
the start of this case in December 
1977," Kitchin said. Estimated at 
$21,000, those costs do not include 
any legal fees only charges for 
transcripts, document preparation 
and similar services. 

Kitchin added that any agreement 
would not prohibit future action the 
Association might take with respect 
to the show-cause order of the 
NCAA relating to Tarkanian. "This 
is just a stipulation to comply with 
the Nevada Supreme Court opin- 
ion," he said. 

That ruling, in response to a 
motion by the NCAA and a coun-

The NCAA Football Rules Com- 
mittee has voted to reduce the width 
of goal posts from 23 feet 4 inches to 
18 feet 6 inches and to allow the 
defense to advance a fumble that 
occurs in or beyond the neutral 
zone. 

I'he committee, which met Janu- 
ary 15-17 in Kansas City, Missouri, 
voted to reduce the distance between 
the uprights due to the increased 
accuracy and proficiency of kickers 
on field-goal and extra-point at- 
tempts and to provide more balance 
between the offense and defense. 

At last year's meeting, the com- 
mittee voted to prohibit the use of 
two-inch kicking tees on field-goal 
and point-after-touchdown at- 
tempts; however, field-goal accuracy 
in Division I-A increa.sed from 67.6 
percent in 1988 to a record 69.3 
percent last season. Combined team 
scoring among major colleges last 
season also increased to a record 
48.2 points per game from the pre- 
vious record of 47.5 points a game 
in 1988. 

Although the committee which 
consists of six Division I, three 
Division II and three Division 111

members voted unanimously to 
narrow the width of goal posts, the 
measure must be approved by the 
NCAA Executive Committee be- 
cause the rule has possible economic 
ramifications for NCAA member 
institutions. 

The Executive Committee meets 
May 7-8 in Colorado Springs, Col- 
orado. 

In 1959, the rules committee wi- 
dened goal posts from 18 feet 6 
inches to 23 feet 4 inches. Successful 
field goals nearly doubled that sea- 
son from 10."? to 199. 

The committee's vote to allow the 
defense to advance fumbles that 
occur in or beyond the neutral ^one 
(the space between the two lines of 
scrimmage equal to the width of the 
ball and stretching from sideline to 
sideline) reflected its desire to restore 
balance between the offense and 
defense. 



"The committee is ever mindful 
about the balance between offense 
and defense," said committee chair 
and University of Washington ath- 
letics director Milo R. Lude. "Com- 
mittee members acted with no self- 
interests and were mindful of the 
balance that we need to have be- 
tween the offense and defense. 

"We voted to narrow the goal 
posts because of the data and re- 
search that indicate kickers have 
become so proficient. This is a sig- 
nificant change, but we believe it's 
in the best interest of the game." 

"We had to consider the number 
of field goals in relation to the 
number of touchdowns," secretary- 
rules editor David M. Nelson said. 
"Reducing the width of goal posts 
was the only option we had left 
since we eliminated the use of kick- 
ing tees last year. 

"This wasn't some spur-of-the- 



New goal posts won't be necessary 



The NCAA Football Rules Com- 
mittee's proposal to narrow the 
width of goal posts from 23 feet, 
four inches to 18 feel, 6 inches 
would not require member institu- 
tions to purcha.se new goal posts. 

Single-post or "goose-neck" 
ground-support goal posts can be 
altered to the proposed width by 
cutting off the crossbar from the 
ground-support upright standard, 
cutting off four feet, eight inches 
from one end of the crossbar, reat- 
taching the upright to the crossbar 
and the crossbar and uprights back 
to the ground-support upright stan- 
dard at the midline of the field. 

No new materials would be re- 
quired; the only cost would be cut- 
ting the crossbar to the 
recommended width and reassem- 
bling the goal post. 



For goal posts supported by two 
ground-support upright standards, 
the same cutting procedure (cutting 
one side of the crossbar to the 
proposed width and reattaching the 
upright to the crossbar) can be 
used; however, the ground-support 
upright standards would have to be 
reset at an equal distance at the 
midline of the field. 

The committee recommends that 
this procedure be used if its proposal 
is approved by the Executive Com- 
mittee. Rather than the purchase of 
new goal posts, the only cost in- 
volved to narrow the width of goal 
posts is cutting the crossbar, reas- 
sembling the goal post and, if double 
ground supports are being used, 
resetting the ground-support upright 
standards. 



Members' suggestions sought 



CEOs and athletics administra- 
tors at NCAA member institutions 
have been formally requested to 
provide recommendations on the 
distribution of revenues from the 
men's basketball championship tele- 
vision contract. 

The request was made by Judith 
M. Sweet, NCAA secretary-treas- 
urer, who is chair of the Advisory 
Committee to Review Recommen- 
dations Regarding Distribution of 
Revenues. 

The request was mailed January 
23 to member institution, CEOs, 
faculty athletics representatives, di- 
rectors of athletics and senior 
women administrators and to CEOs 
of conferences and NCAA affiliated 
organizations. 

Sweet's memorandum said rec- 
ommendations in writing should be 
sent to the advisory committee in 
care of the national office and post- 
marked no later than February 9. 

Sweet said, "Each member insti- 
tution, organization and committee 
is requested to discuss the matter 
with as many individuals as possible, 
including associate and assistant 
directors of athletics, business man- 
agers, and coaches." 

She said that after a review of 
members' proposals, the advisory 
committee would conduct hearings 
to review suggestions from the mem- 
bership before its recommendations 
are made to the Budget Subcom- 
mittee for its June meeting. 

"This is a promising and exciting 
time in NCAA history," Sweet said 
in her memorandum. "Please take 
this opportunity to give us your best 
thoughts and help us with this im 
portant assignment." 

The appointment of the advisory 
committee by the NCAA Adminis- 
trative Committee was announced 



in the January 3 issue of The NCAA 
News. 

In December 1989, the NCAA 
signed a $1 billion, seven-year con- 
tract with CBS Sports for rights to 
televise the Division I Men's Bas- 
ketball Championship and a 
number of additional Association 
championships. 



minute decision," Nelson said. "The 
committee has studied the increase 
of the number of field goals and 
been concerned about the influence 
the field goal has had on the game 
for quite some time — particularly 
during the last four years. This was 
not the first time the committee has 
addressed the issue. We need a bal- 
ance between offense and defense. 
When the committee voted to widen 
goal posts in 1959, it overcompen- 
sated. We had no idea we'd have the 
situation we have now." 

In other rules proposals, the com- 
mittee again voted to prohibit "split" 
officiating crews and to mandate 
the use of 25-second clocks. Both 
measures, which would take effect 
in the 1992 season, were approved 
at last year's meeting; however, the 
Executive Committee rescinded 
them. The rules proposals again 
will be reviewed at the Executive 
Committee's May meeting. 

In safety-related measures, the 
committee adopted a provision to 
prohibit players of the kicking team 
during onside kicks from contacting 
or blocking players of the receiving 
team until the ball travels the re- 
quired 10 yards. In addition, when 
officials are unsure that players 
have run into or roughed punters or 
kickers or holders on field-goal or 
point-after-touchdown attempts, a 
15-yard penally will be called. 

The committee also voted to 
make it illegal for an offensive player 
to use a hand to make continuous 
contact with the head of a defensive 
opponent. 

Other notable rules changes in- 
clude: 

• Penalizing teams five yards for 
not being in the team area or being 
beyond nine yards away (the recom- 
mended distance for field yard- 
line numbers from the inbounds 
lines) during the pregame coin toss. 
In addition, only four captains from 
each team will be permitted to par- 
ticipate in the coin toss. The rule is 
intended to reduce unsportsmanhke 
acts or the taunting of opponents 
during the pregame coin toss. 

• The prohibition of any mark- 
ings on towels attached to the 
fronts of players' pants. In addi- 
tion, towels must not extend more 
than 12 inches in length from the 



fronts of players' pants or more 
than four inches in width and are 
the only legal attachments allowed 
on players' uniforms. 

• Shutting off the 25-second clock 
during the last 25 seconds of each 
quarter to avoid confusion among 
players about which clock is keeping 
the official playing time. 

• Allowing forward passes to be 
immediately released to the ground 
to conserve time. Previously, quar- 
terbacks would be called for inten- 
tional grounding for "spiking" or 
throwing the ball directly forward 
to the ground. 

• Prohibiting any commercial ad- 



vertising on footballs. 

• Permitting arrows next to field 
numbers that indicate the direction 
of opponents' goal lines. 

• Establishing the length of in- 
bounds lines (or hash marks) at 24 
inches. 

• Approving a 15-yard penalty 
and disqualification for persons sub- 
ject to the rules who intentionally 
contact an official during a live or 
dead ball. 

• Deleting the exception that per- 
mitted defensive players to pull or 
grasp offensive players to allow a 
teammate to block a kick or reach a 
runner.

1990 Convention Proposal Nos. 26 and 29— 
partial qualifier and nonqualifier 

Division 1 member institutions should note that with the adoption of 
Proposal No. 26 at the 1990 Convention, effective August I, 1990, an 
entering freshman with no previous college attendance who enrolls in a 
Division 1 institution and who is a partial qualifier as defined in NCAA 
Bylaw 14.02.9.2 may receive institutional financial aid based on financial 
need only, consistent with institutional and conference regulations, but may 
not practice or compete during the first academic year in residence. In 
addition, in Division I football or basketball, a student-athlete who is a 
partial qualifier and who was recruited by the awarding institution and 
receives institutional financial aid based on financial need only shall be a 
counter and shall be included in the institution's maximum awards limita- 
tions set forth in Bylaw 15.5.2 or 15.5.4 when the student-athlete participates 
in an institutional practice session or represents the institution against outside 
competition. 

During its post-Convention meeting (January 10, 1990), the NCAA 
Interpretations Committee reviewed Convention Proposal No. 26 and 
confirmed that this legislation would apply only to those student-athletes 
first entering a member institution in a regular term of the academic year 
on or subsequent to August 1, 1990. The Interpretations Committee also 
confirmed that the source of any aid received by a partial qualifier during 
the first academic year may not be athletically related. 

Division 11 member insUtutions should note that with the adoption of 
Convention Proposal No. 29, effective August 1, 1990, an entering 
freshman (recruited or nonrecruited) with no previous college attendance 
who is not a qualifier (as defined in Bylaw 14.02.9.1) at the time of 
enrollment in a Division 11 institution shall be eligible for nonathletics 
institutional aid, provided there is on file in the office of the director of 
athletics certification by the faculty athletics representative and the chair of 
the financial aid committee that the financial aid was granted without 
regard to athletics ability. A partial qualifier attending a Division II 



institution remains eligible for institutional aid, including athletically 
related aid. 

1990 Convention Proposal Nos. 64 and 65— 
one-time transfer exemption 

NCAA Divisions I and II institutions should note that Proposal Nos. 64 
and 65 were adopted at the 1990 Convention. With the adoption of 
Convention Proposal No. 64, effective August 1, 1990, it is no longer 
necessary for Divisions 1 and 11 member institutions to receive verification 
of the student-athlete's financial status from the previous institution in 
determining whether the student-athlete has satisfied the provisions of the 
one-time transfer exception of Bylaw 14.6.5.3. 10. In addition, the Interpre- 
tations Committee reviewed Convention Proposal No. 64 and determined 
that although the proposal does not become effective until August 1 , 1990, 
the legislation could be applied as of that date to a student-athlete who has 
transferred but not yet established a year of residence. 

Regarding Convention Proposal No. 65 (Division 11 only), effective 
immediately, it is permissible for a student-athlete transferring from any 
division to receive the one-time transfer exception in any sport, provided 
the student-athlete satisfies the remaining conditions of Bylaw 14.6.5.3. 10. 
Please note that a student-athlete transferring to a Division 11 institution 
during the current spring term would be responsible for satisfying 
subparagraph 14.6.5.3. IO-(c) (verification of financial aid) and the official 
interpretations of that regulation, inasmuch as the effective date of 
Convention Proposal No. 64 eliminating subparagraph (c) is not until August 
1, 1990.

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Injury rate for football reaches a seven-year high 



Football injury rates during prac- 
tices and games were higher in 1989 
than the average rates for the 
past six years, according to the 
annual report prepared by the 
NCAA Committee on Competitive 
Safeguards and Medical Aspects of 
Sports. 

Knee and ankle injuries continue 
to be the most common types of 
football injuries, and more than 
half of football injuries occur during 
practice. 

In other sports, the survey reveals 
that practice and game injury rates 
in field hockey were lower this fall 
than the average rates for the four 
years data have been collected. 

Injury rates in men's soccer and 
women's volleyball were almost 
equal to the cumulative averages for 
each sport. 

Results for women's soccer were 
mixed; 1989 data show a lower 
practice injury rate but a higher 
game injury rate when compared to 
the four-year averages for the sport. 

The survey, which is conducted 
as part of the NCAA Injury Surveil- 
lance System, is statistically reliable; 
but researchers should be cautious 
when comparing the results with 
injury data from other studies. 

"No common definition of injury, 
measure of severity or evaluation of 
exposure exists in the athletics injury 



literature," said Randall W. Dick, 
NCAA assistant director of sports 
sciences. "TTierefore, the informa- 
tion contained in the survey sum- 
mary must be evaluated under the 
defmitions and methodology out- 
lined for the NCAA Injury Surveil- 
lance System." 

Dick also cautioned that any 
analysis of injury trends must take 
into account that the data cover 
only six years or fewer, depending 
on the sport. 

Sampling 

Exposure and injury data were 
submitted weekly by athletics train- 
ers from institutions selected to 
represent a cross section of NCAA 
membership. The cross section was 
based on the three divisions of the 
NCAA and the four geographical 
regions of the country. The selected 
institutions composed a minimum 
10 percent sample of the member- 
ship sponsoring the sport; therefore, 
the resulting data should be repre 
sentativc of the total population of 
NCAA institutions, Dick said. 

Dick said it is important to note 
that this system does not identify 
every injury that occurs at NCAA 
institutions in a particular sport. 
Rather, it collects a sampling that is 
representative of a cross section of 
NCAA institutions. 



Exposures 

An athlete exposure (A-E) is one 
athlete participating in one practice 
or game in which the athlete is 
exposed to the possibility of athletics 
injury. For example, five practices, 
each involving 60 participants, and 
one game involving 40 participants 
would result in a total of 340 A-Es 
for a particular week, 
injuries 

A reportable injury in the Injury 
Surveillance System is defined as 
one that: 

• Occurred as a result of partici- 
pation in an organized intercollegi- 
ate practice or game. 

• Required medical attention by 
a team athletics trainer or physician. 

• Resulted in restriction of the 
student-athlete's participation for 
one or more days beyond the day of 
injury. 

injury rate 

An injury rate is the ratio of the 
number of injuries in a particular 
category to the number of athlete 
exposures. This value then is multi- 
plied by 1,000 to produce an injury 
rate per 1 ,000 athlete exposures. 

For example, 1 1 reportable inju- 
ries during a period of 724 athlete 
exposures would give an injury rate 
of 15.2 injuries per 1,000 athlete 
exposures ( 1 1 divided by 724 and 
then muhiplied by 1,000). 



The Injury Surveillance System 
was developed in 1982 to provide 
current and reliable data on injury 
trends in intercollegiate athletics. 
The NCAA annually collects injury 
data from a representative sample 
of member institutions, and the 
resulting data summaries are re- 
viewed by the competitive safe- 
guards committee. The committee's 
goal is to reduce injury rates through 
changes in rules, protective equip- 
ment or coaching techniques. 

Additional information on the 
report is available from Dick at the 
NCAA national office. 

The following tables highlight 
selected information from the fall 
1989-90 survey. Injury rates and 
game/ practice percentages are com- 
pared to the average values from all 
years in which data have been col- 
lected in that particular sport.

gories — academic issues, gover 
nance, enforcement and recruiting, 
and financial issues. Of the five 
recommendations that have not 
been realized in the past six years, 
three were in the academics group- 
ing, one in governance and one in 
financial issues. 
Those five: 

• Adding a successively greater 
minimum accumulative grade-point 
average to the satisfactory-progress 
legislation (achieved in Division 11 
but not in Division I). 

• Declaring freshmen ineligible 
in Division I football and basketball. 

• Adjusting the grant-in-aid lim- 
itations in football and basketball, 
to 26 initials and 104 overall in 
football and four initials and 16 
overall in basketball. 

• Creating Division 1 subdivisions 
in basketball comparable to Divi- 
sions I-A and I-AA in football. 

• Urging institutions to "bond 
together" to generate maximum 
revenues, especially in football tele- 
vision. That recommendation was 
scuttled by the U.S. Supreme 
Court's 1984 decision that the 
NCAA Football Television Plan 
violated antitrust laws. 

Otherwise, all of the Select Com- 
mittee's recommendations have been 
achieved, all or in part, during the 
past six years. By category, the 
successful recommendations were 
as follows: 
Academic issues 

Support the strengthening of aca- 
demic standards in Division 1 [then 
Bylaw 5-l-{j), now Bylaw 14,3] and 
conduct appropriate research re- 
garding the impact of those stand- 
ards. That research is continuing. 

Support the use of standardized 
test scores as one of the guides to 
determine athletics eligibility. The 
committee called those tests "the

best single instrument available to 
measure the student's potential to 
succeed." 

Support a satisfactory-progress 
requirement "that is both demand- 
ing and practical," with each institu- 
tion to assure that a student-athlete 
makes sufficient progress to gradu- 
ate within a five-year period. 

Require each institution to pub- 
lish its satisfactory-progress require 
ment and to certify that those 
student-athletes certified as eligible 
for athletics are making progress 
toward graduation under that re- 
quirement. 

Urge institutions to implement 
internal auditing procedures to de- 
velop graduation rate data on their 
student-athletes. 

Consider requiring institutions to 
publicize their graduation data. 

Make eligibility requirements for 
transfers from two-year colleges 
consistent with those applied to 
freshmen admitted to four-year in- 
stitutions. 

Require a transfer student from a 
two-year college who was not eligi- 
ble to compete at a four-year insti- 
tution upon graduation from high 
school to have graduated from the 
two-year college and have 48 credit 
hours of course work acceptable 
toward a specific degree program at 
the four-year institution. 
Govemance 

Recommend that institutions with 
major, revenue-producing athletics 
programs be provided greater au- 
tonomy in the NCAA legislative 
process. This was achieved at the 
1985 Convention, for the most part. 

Establish a council or board of 
presidents within the NCAA, but 
not with the power to veto or replace 
legislation enacted by an NCAA 
Convention. 

Establish a summer legislative 
meeting for Division I A. This now 
is permitted under NCAA legisla- 
tion, although only one has been 
held. 

Enforcement, recruiting 

Broaden the NCAA's distribution 
of rules and regulations to prospec- 
tive student-athletes, their parents 
and their high schools. 



Revise and recodify the NCAA 
Manual. 

Develop a comprehensive audit 
and certification program in inter- 
collegiate athletics, incluiding perio- 
dic self-analysis of the athletics 
program and possibly an accredita- 
tion program. The audit and self 
study requirements are in effect, 
and a voluntary certification pro 
gram begins this year in Division 1. 

Place further limitations on re- 
cruiting, including "quiet periods" 
surrounding dates on which pros- 
pects can sign the National Letter of 
Intent. 

Prohibit noninstitutional person 
nel from involvement in recruiting 
prospects on the campus, as well as 
off. 

Create a special committee expe- 
rienced in interpreting NCAA legis 
lation to advise the Administrative 
Committee and the Council on ques- 
tions regarding interpretations. 

Urge institutions and conferences 
to organize specific educational pro 
grams and seminars. A number of 
conferences do this, and the NCAA 
has conducted a number of rules 
and current-issues seminars. 
Financiai issues 

Place the Association's financial 
aid legislation in the bylaws, where 
each division could act separately 
on that issue. 

Support legislation to exempt up 
to $900 of the Pell Grant from 
NCAA aid limitations. This exemp 
tion was approved, later increased 
to $1,400 and this month increased 
to $1,700. 

Encourage institutions to award 
financial aid to student-athletes who 
have completed their eligibility in 
order to assist them toward gradua- 
tion. Institutions now can award a 
maximum of five years of aid in a 
six-year period. 

Support procedures to assure that 
an institution controls the salary 
and all other athletics-related sour- 
ces of income received by its 
coaches; monitor carefully the re- 
venues received from donors and 
boosters. Coaches' outside income 
now must be reported to the chief 



executive office of the institution; 
further, all funds used for the athlet- 
ics program now are subject to 
outside financial audits.

Moral crisis in sports is not just CEOs' problem

The media are raking college 
sports over the coals. The money 
involved with intercollegiate athlet- 
ics is tainting the image of even the 
best academic institutions. 

Editorial af ter editorial calls upon 
weak-kneed college presidents to 
take control of athletics programs 
run amok on their campuses. Mag- 
azine exposes report that athletes at 
some institutions are not even at- 
tending classes. 

And that's the way it is, right here 
in. . . 1905. Unfortunately, the prob- 
lem continues. 

Today, America is undergoing a 
national crisis of ethics, as many 
have declared, and intercollegiate 
sports are an easy target. 

In the midst of Watergate, Notre 
Dame basketball coach Digger 
Phelps said: "It's like someone hired 
Hunt and Liddy to get basketball 
players. 

"That's why when the Watergate 
stuff started, I wasn't too upset to 
read about it and said, 'Hey, that's 
just like college recruiting.'" 

The relationship between the im- 
age of American higher education 
and the image of intercollegiate 
athletics has been a problem for us 
for most of the 20th century, as 
college and university presidents 
and chancellors know all too well. 

In too many minds, some institu- 
tions are known mainly or even solely 
for their athletics records. Scandals, 
ineligibilities, "death penalties," pro- 



bations and dismissed administra- 
tors have all been ingredients in 
sorry tales of abuses on many cam- 
puses over the decades. 

The flying wedge killed players 
on our nation's collegiate playing 
fields at the turn of the century; 
today, we hear that steroids are 
doing the same thing. 

The NCAA was formed in 1906 
because total oversight was de- 
manded; today, we hear the NCAA 
investigators can't be everywhere. 
In the early years of this century, 
columnists wrote about the sad 
irony that a few coaches were mak- 
ing more than professors; today, we 
know that shoe contracts and the 
television shows make coaches 



field or on the court has meant too 
much to too many for too long. 

There arc various ways to ap- 
proach our problem. One body of 
advisers tells us that history cannot 
be denied. Scandals and abuses are 
obviously inherent components of 
college sports. Abolish intercollegi- 
ate athletics this afternoon. 

I reject the simplistic advice, al- 
though on a bad day, it can appear 
attractive. 

Or perhaps we should just declare 
the hypocrisy over, ask all campus 
editors to remove "student" from 
student-athlete and field farms clubs 
for the NFL, NBA, PGA and oth- 
ers — openly and unapologetically. 

Then, there are those who claim

wealthy on the same campuses 
where administrators are fighting to 
retain biochemistry faculty members 
with promises of an additional half- 
time lab assistant and maybe $ 1 ,000 
or $2,000 more a year. 

Priorities have been distorted 
since the first goal line was crossed 
and the first peach basket in- 
stalled in a gym. Winning on the 



everyone is doing it, so it can't be 
that bad. Maybe we're overreacting. 
Let's just enjoy the tailgates on 
lovely autumn afternoons guilt-free. 
These folks usually end with "Now 
don't get me wrong, we should 
punish the blatant violators who 
shave points or cheat on the ACT 
exam, but let's not get carried away 
over technical violations like buying 



sweatshirts for recruits or giving 
bus trips home to athletes," 

I'm not ready to distinguish mor 
tal from venial sins for the NCAA 
as yet. 

I also am not ready to declare 
that everyone is doing it, because I 
know firsthand that many are abid- 
ing by the letter and the spirit of the 
law. 

I think it is just as irresponsible to 
call for the abolition of college 
athletics as it is to proclaim them 
sacrosanct. We must go about the 
business of reform of intercollegiate 
athletics, not abolition. Reform 
takes a lot of work. Reform de- 
mands accountability. Reform de- 
mands that presidents and 
chancellors get more involved. Re- 
form carries with it professional 
risks. 

There must be one goal in the 
reform movement: We must end up 
with what is right, not merely with 
what will sell. 



I often quote management con 
sultant Peter Drucker about the 
distinction between efficiency and 
effectiveness: "Efficiency is con- 
cerned with doing things right; ef- 
fectiveness is concerned with doing 
the right things." It's important that 
we are efficient; it is more important 
that we are effective. I honestly 
think effective reform is under way. 

It would be arrogant of me to 
conclude that contemporary athlet- 
ics reform movements are the first 
attempts at reformation. When our 
nation was in the midst of an early 
century "age of reform," abuses in 
college sports received much ol the 
attention. Indeed, the creation of 
the NCAA followed outcries for 
reform from the famed Muckrakers 
to the bully pulpit of President 
Teddy Roosevelt himself. 

In many segments of our society, 
winning is honored. But even win- 
ning achieved by breaking the rules 
of the game is honored instead of 
condemned. In this regard, I think 
that once again there is an "enough 
is enough" mood working in favor 
of reform. 

Without getting into the specific 
debates over definitions of amateur- 
ism, or whether the Big Ten should 
join the College Football Associa- 
tion, as president of a major univer- 
sity, 1 must take responsibility for 
providing the framework, the envi- 
ronment and the full-fledged sup- 
port for reform, 1 must delegate 
authority hut not responsibility - 
Sec Moral, pai^c 7

After reading Benner's column 
January 11 — where he suggested 
( 1 ) that college coaches are overpaid 
and (2) that wc should give up some 
of the perks that go with the job, 
such things as shoe money, etc., I'm 
glad to have the opportunity to 
respond. 

One of the great things about 
living in America is freedom of 
choice, being what you want to be. 
Another great thing about America 
is that it is the land of opportunity. 

So, for instance, someone could 
start out as a mail boy at the bank, 
then move up to the stock room, 
maybe become a teller, then a loan 
officer, a vice-president and move 
up to president. 

That's what the American dream 
is all about, right? 

So I think a basketball coach 
ought to be able to do the same 
thing. 

When 1 started coaching high 
school ball in Kansas, I worked 
seven years for virtually nothing — 
$4,200 a year. 1 got my master's 
degree, then worked nine years as a 
junior college coach for nothing. 
Then, I paid my dues as an assistant 
at Arkansas, went to Western Ken- 
tucky for $25,000, with a TV show 
that paid mc $2,000. Finally, I got to 
a program, Purdue, where I had a 
chance — and I want to emphasize 
the word "chance" — to make some 
nice money. 

Benner mentioned giving coaches 
tenure. That's fine. I wouldn't mind 
being called a professor and having 
that kind of security. But they don't

At the 25th annual honors dinner 
of the NCAA in Dallas, Ronald 
Reagan made reference to his alma 
mater (Eureka College) as the first 
coeducational college in the United 
States. Since Eureka was not found- 
ed until 1855, 1 don't believe it can 
properly claim that distinction. 

My great-great grandmother, De- 
lia Fenn Andrews, graduated from 
Oberlin College in 1841, and women 
had been awarded degrees here three 
or four years prior to that. There 
seems to be general agreement that 
Oberlin College has the longest his- 
tory of coeducation in the country. 

There are a couple of Oberlin 
athletics items that probably are not 
as widely known as its priority m 
coeducation but that might be of 
interest to The NCAA News read- 
ership. 

First, John Heisman, m whose 
name the prestigious trophy is 
awarded, coached football here 
early in his career. Second, a favorite 
trivia question around these parts is 
"Which was the last Ohio college 
to win a football game against Ohio 
State?"

do that. We don't have that kind of 
opportunity. 

This is a high-risk business where 
you deserve to make money because, 
in many cases, you're not going to 
be around very long. 

Benner also mentioned shoe-con 
tract money. That's a luxury that, in 
my case, was brought about by 



Nike. They started it to help the 
coaches stay in coaching because 
they couldn't afford to stay in on the 
money we were making. 

It wouldn't be fair to make an 
athlete wear a certain brand of shoe 
if they were bad shoes . . . if they hurt 
his feet or he needs a special shoe. 
He can wear any shoe he wants to 
wear If the AD would demand that 
the money go to the athletics depart- 
ment, and if you knew that when 
you interviewed for a job, that would 
be different. But when I was hired, 
Nike was part of my deal. 1 already 
had it for two years at Western 
(Kentucky), and Purdue knew it 
was going to get free shoes. I don't 
make many demands, but 1 said 
when 1 came here that I would like 
to keep my shoe contract. 

Then, when you start winning 
Big Ten titles like we did and doing 
things kind of on a national scale. 



Nike rewards you, and George 
(Purdue AD George King) let me 
keep the money as a reward. 

Maybe a basketball coach 
shouldn't make more than the phys- 
ics professor but, in a lot of cases, 
they're doing OK. Many of them 
make side income from serving on 
boards and being involved in pro- 
jects. That's fine You should have 
that opportunity if you have ambi- 
tion. And if you have ambition, you 
should want to make those kinds of 
opportunities for yourself. 

But if the board of trustees says 
you can't have that money, you've 
got to live with it. You can't fight it. 
1 don't demand anything. I'm simply 
profiting from the system as it is 
now. 

I expect to be rewarded if I do 
well, and if I don't, I'm going to lose 
my job. 

Benner had some good ideas on 



ways to save money. We could cut 
back on recruiting — where wc stay, 
the type of meals wc eat. 

But I'm selfish. I don't want the 
coaches' pay cut because that hurts 
me. If I had to do it, 1 would, even 
though 1 feel I'm at the peak of my 
earning potential right now. 

But if people have the impression 
that I'm living high on the hog, 
they're wrong. I don't get camp 
money, and I give speeches some- 
times for little or no money. But 
everything 1 do have, I've earned. 1 
came up the hard way. I'm from the 
old school. 

I also think that some people 
believe that when basketball season's 
over, you're on vacation. We're actu- 
ally busier My average day most 
days is a 16-hour day. 

We — my assistants and I -work 
hard, so 1 don't feel like I have to 
justify the money we're paid. 
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Statement to Convention on need- based financial aid 



(Editor's Note: During the Divi- 
sions land II business sessions at the 
1990 MCAA Convention in Dallas. 
Marvin G. Carmichael, director of 
financial aid at Clemson Univer- 
sity and a member of the Special 
NCAA Committee on Cost Reduc- 
tion, presented the following report 
on the special committee s review of 
need-based financial aid for student- 
athletes.) 



The Special Committee on Cost 
Reduction was established with the 
specific charge of identifying means 
of reducing costs in intercollegiate 
athletics. During this report, wc will 
attempt to review factors that relate 
to need-based grant-in-aid pro- 
grams; provide a brief explanation 
of defming fmancial need, and, as 
Gene Corrigan reported yesterday, 
offer a preliminary indication of the 
committee's attitude regarding need- 
based aid. 

The committee reviewed several 
options that I think arc important 
to note. 

One was to look at applying a 
totally need-based concept. Second, 
athletics grants-in aid covering tu 
tion and fees, with additional aid 
based on need. 

Third, athletics grants covering 
tuition and fees, with additional 
funds awarded on the basis of 
need — except for a specific number 
of grants that would be awarded in 
each sport. Fourth, athletics grants 
covering tuition and fees, room, 
board, and course-related books, 
with additional funds up to the cost 
of attendance based on defined need. 

And fifth, (keeping the) status 
quo with a reduction in numbers (of 
available grants). 
Need principles 

In considering a need-based aid 
program, you've got to understand 

Conference 
reprimands 

A total of 14 basketball players — 
eight from Middle Tennessee State 
University and six from Tennessee 
Technological University — received 
suspensions ranging from one to 
four games following a fight between 
the two teams January 8. 

Also, coaches Bruce Stewart of 
Middle Tennessee State and Frank 
Harrell of Tennessee Tech were re- 
primanded for failing to control 
their players, and a Tennessee Tech 
team manager was suspended from 
his duties for five games for striking 
a Middle Tennessee player. 

In ordering the suspensions, Ohio 
Valley Conference Commissioner 
R. Daniel Bcebe gave Middle Ten- 
nessee State the option of postpon- 
ing the suspension of its three "least 
culpable players," but Stewart chose 
to hold out all eight of his suspended 
players and forfeit a scheduled 
league game January 15 at Tennes- 
see State University.

the principles behind student finan- 
cial need. 

Financial need is defined by es- 
tablishing a cost of attendance and 
subtracting family contribution to 
come up with financial need. Plain 
and simple you take what you've 
got, apply it to the cost, and what 
you have left is what is takes to pay 
the cost. You've obviously got to 
define cost. 

The primary difference between 
what the financial aid office uses as 
cost of attendance and commonly 
accepted education expenses cur- 
rently used for athletics grants-in- 
aid IS supplies, transportation and 
personal expenses. 

In defining financial need, we 
take into account supplies, trans- 
portation and personal expenses. 
Family contribution is obviously a 
key ingredient in this process. 

Standards must be clearly defined 
to calculate the ability of a family to 
contribute to a student's cost of 
attendance. Both the parent and the 
student when the student is de- 
pendent upon the parent have to 
participate in this process. The proc- 
ess of defining need should be con- 
sistent with the same standards used 
in defining eligibility for a need- 
based student financial aid program 
in general. 

Congressional methodology is 
used for most Federal and institu- 
tional aid programs. College Schol- 
arship Services and the American 
College Testing Service provide need 
assessments at this point in time, at 
a charge. 

1 would like to walk through 

some examples of need calculation 
so that you will have a better under- 
standing of how this whole process 
works. 

Three examples 

We have three scenarios Stu- 



dent A, Student B, Student C. We 
have defined their cost of attendance 
at $6,000. 

We are calling these students com- 
parable in nature, so their costs 
should be identical. We're hypo- 
thetically picking three different 
family contributions just to give you 
some indication of how the process 
works. 

Family contribution for Student 
A is $700. This would typically 
represent your exceptionally needy 
student your "Oliver Orphan" 
type student. 

Student B's family contribution 
is $1,500, which is middle of the 
road. Student C has a $4,000 family 
contribution, which would mean 
less need, obviously. 

Calculating need is simple. Sub- 
tract family contribution from cost 
of attendance, and you have finan- 
cial need. Student A's financial need 
is $5,300. Student B's is $4,500, and 
Student C's financial need is $2,000. 
It is important to make note of 
those figures. 

Lets take a look at what a full 
grant-in-aid is in comparison to 
that. 

For simplicity's sake, we have 
applied a $300 value for supplies to 
make it understandable with these 
figures, which just came out of the 
air. They're close, but not actually 
absolute. You can certainly come up 
with your own assessment. 

In this case, the Pell Grant has 
not been taken into account yet. A 
full grant-in-aid would be considered 
to be $4,200. Compare that to fi- 
nancial need, and you can see what 
the difference is. 
Pell's effects 

Let's look at what the Pell does in 
this whole process. The maximum 
(Pell award) that a student can get is 
$1,400 above a full grant-in-aid, if

The fight happened in the first 
half of Tennessee Tech's game at 
Middle Tennessee State, when a 
Middle Tennessee State player 
shoved a Tennessee Tech player 
who was shooting, according to a 
conference report. Three Middle 
Tennessee State and two Tennessee 
Tech players were ejected following 
the bench-clearing brawl. That game 
will count as one of the suspended 
games for the ejected players. 

Three Middle Tennessee State 
team members received four-game 
suspensions, one was suspended for 
three games, three were suspended 
for two games and one was sus- 
pended for one game. One Tennessee 
Tech player drew a three game sus- 
pension, three received two-game 
suspensions and two were sus 
pended for one game. 

"I cannot express strongly enough 
my bitter disappointment in the 
events that occurred or my resolve 
to ensure that similar events do not 
occur in the future," Beebe said in a 
statement announcing the suspen- 
sions. "Accordingly, every confer- 
ence institution is provided notice 
through these actions that even 
stiffer penalties will be assessed if 
fighting occurs in the future." 

During a news conference Janu- 
ary 13, Beebe told reporters he 
thought the fight "was the worst 
I've seen in an athletics event" He 
said he was especially concerned 
about the players who left the bench 
to join in the fight. 

"This type of fighting strikes at 
the heart of sportsmanship. My 
intention was for all players and 



coaches in our conference to be put 
on notice that this type of behavior 
will not be tolerated." 

Stewart's decision to forfeit Mid 
die Tennessee State's game at Ten 
nessee State prompted an angry 
response from Tennessee State coach 
Ron Abernathy, who complained 
that his school would lose significant 
revenue as a result. As many as 
10,000 fans were expected to attend 
the game, which Abernathy said 
was the most attractive home contest 
on his team's schedule. 

Stewart defended his decision, 
saying that the suspensions plus two 
injuries left his team with only three 
players. 

"We exercised the option to sit 
out all of the suspended players at 
once and return our team to a whole 
unit as quickly as possible. We will 
not drag out the suspensions," he 
told United Press International. 

"MTSU is not without fault and 
is guilty for participation in the 
fight," he continued. "I admit that 
some suspensions and reprimands 
are deserving. However, there were 
so many that our team has been 
decimated and we want to get it 
over with as quickly as possible. We 
will take our medicine and live with 
the decision made." 

Beebe told United Press Interna- 
tional he was disappointed that 
Middle Tennessee State chose to 
hold out all of the players at once, 
"because I gave them the opportu- 
nity to avoid a forfeit." He said he 
would consider compensating Ten- 
nessee State from revenues from the 
Tigers' game at Middle Tennessee 
State later in the season. 




the student is eligible for up to a 
$1,400 Pell Grant. If it is more than 
$ 1 ,400, he or she is still only eligible 
for a $1,400 Pell. (Editors Note: 
Carmichael's presentation was made 
before Convention approval of Pro- 
posal No. 37, which raised the Pell 
maximum to $1,700, beginning Au- 
gust 1, 1990. The chart below also 
does not reflect the change in amount 
to $1,700.) 

So, we add the $ 1 ,400 for Student 
A and Student B because of the Pell 
Grants that we have estimated 
($2,300 for Student A, $1,400 for 
Student B, 0 for Student C). You 
can see that the maximum amount of 
assistance that students can get in 
these scenarios would be $5,600 for 
Student A; Student B would get 
$5,600 because he or she is getting 
the maximum Pell as well, and 
Student C — with no eligibihty for 
Pell aid— would only get $4,200. 

What is the difference if you 
apply a need-based aid program 
rather than the current situation? 
Student A would get $300 less, 
Student B would get $ 1 , 1 00 less and 
Student C would get $2,200 less. 
'Oliver Orphans' 

It is possible for the neediest of 
students, the "Oliver Orphans," to 
receive more money from a need- 
based program, depending on what 
the institution uses to define cost- 
of-attendance amounts for supplies, 
transportation and personal ex- 
penses • and any adjustments to 
family income or family contribu- 
tion. 

At most institutions, student-ath- 
letes will receive less money in a 
need-based system. 

Because so many more students 
will be receiving less money under a 
need-based financial system, most 
institutions will realize cost sav- 
ings — the fundamental purpose be- 
hind our committee. I'he amount of 
savings would vary from institution 
to institution, depending on the 
current level of financial aid com- 
mitment and the type of student- 
athlete being recruited. 

Any resulting cost savings would 
be affected and offset by other sig- 
nificant problems, which are very 
important to note. 
Recruiting problem 

Timing — coaches would not be 
able to make scholarship commit- 



ments to prospective student-ath 
letes in the current time frame, in 
that recruiting takes place far in 
advance of any current determina- 
tion of financial need. This is due to 
regulatory enforcement. 

Most decisions, in fact, are not 
finalized until after April 15. Grant- 
in-aid eligibility determination will 
fall under the Congressional legisla- 
tive calendar, which includes annual 
adjustments to standards. 

Any attempt to give coaches early 
need assessments, which currently 
do not exist formally, would be 
costly to develop. And any such 
attempt would be preliminary in 
nature — with Hmitcd levels of a.s- 
surancc from which student-athletes 
would be required to make institu- 
tional decisions. 

Timing, professional judgment, 
verification of data and defined cost 
of attendance vary from institution 
to institution — que.stioning a "level 
playing field." When comparing 
offers made by different schools, 
confusion and suspicion will ac- 
company student decision-making. 

Additional administrative com- 
plexities and pressures placed on 
the institution — specifically on the 
financial aid office — would be an in- 
tegral part of the implementation of 
the concept, because most students, 
even those with moderate to high 
need, would receive less money un 
der a need-based financial aid sys- 
tem. The perceived opportunity for 
most athletes who attend institutions 
of higher learning would be reduced. 

The Special Committee on Cost 
Reduction was established with the 
specific charge of identifying means 
of reducing costs in intercollegiate 
athletics without denying students 
access to higher education or signif- 
icantly altering the competitive bal- 
ance among NCAA member 
institutions. 

It is the committee's current posi- 
tion that a system of awarding fi- 
nancial aid to student-athletes at 
least in part on the basis of financial 
need would by nature deny some 
students access to higher education, 
have a high potential for alter- 
ing the competitive balance among 
member institutions and contain a 
significant potential for abuse — 
particularly during the recruiting 
process. 

Any cost savings realized by 
grants-in-aid awarded through the 
application of need would be more 
than offset by additional adminis- 
trative and programmatic cost. 

For these reasons, and despite the 
potential cost .savings involved, the 
special committee will not recom- 
mend further study or further con- 
sideration of a need-based financial 
aid system for athletes. The com- 
mittee is, however, considering some 
reduction in numbers of grants-in- 
aids as a means of reducing costs.

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Buffalo moves up plan to elevate football to Division I-AA

when it comes to conference or 
NCAA legislation. My door and 
my mind arc open to those who 
oversee intercollegiate athletics at 
Michigan State. 

However, I do think it is my 
obligati£)n to state some of the areas 
most in need of reform; 

• Assure student-athletes we will 
not allow them to be left at mid- 
court and midfield on graduation 
day with only the echoes of cheering 
fans to console them. The athlete, 
though, has a concomitant obligation 
to work diligently and consistently 
toward a degree. 

• Tell coaches wc will honor con- 
tracts, and we expect the same from 
them. Wins and losses arc one way 
to measure success but surely not 
the only way. "Coach, we will sup- 
port you as a member of our acade- 
mic community. But knowingly 
break a rule, and, as Father Hes- 
burgh told his coaches at Notre 
Dame, youHl be out of here by 
midnight." 

• Declare once and for all that 
too much time out of the classroom 
and study hall is harmful. Spring 
football, the NCAA basketball tour- 
nament and other events can take 
an inordinate amount of time away 
from academic pursuits. 

• Mandate that coaches police 
their own profession. If a fellow 
coach is caught cheating, his or her 
peers should ban that violator from 
the profession, giving little sympathy 
to the probable claim, "I was only 
doing what the administration and 
alumni wanted." 

• End the conspiracy of silence. 
If a recruit asks, "How much can I 
get?" coaches should make it known 
far and wide that this particular 
athlete is on the take, is not a 
professional and should not be al- 
lowed to receive a grant-in-aid at 
any institution. 

• Punish alumni, alleged friends 
and boosters who commit violations 
in the name of the institution. No 
more tickets, no more access to 
practices, no more invitations to 
banquets, no more friendship with 
the coaching staff. Name the viola- 
tors. 

• Prohibit freshmen from playing 
intercollegiate athletics in their cru- 
cial transitional year. The image of a 
student-athlete playing in front of 
76,000 fans before ever taking a 
college class is one that opens us to 
legitimate criticism. 

To be sure, there are many other 
suggestions I could offer But it is 
clear that the time has come for 
presidents and coaches, athletics 
directors and alumni, players, and 
boosters to join forces in a reform 
movement. 

We owe it to the athletes; we owe 
it to their fellow students. We owe it 
to society. We in higher education 
must take the risk of being leaders 
in many areas of societal reform. 
It's vital that we start at home.

school in 1957, 1958 and 1959. "I 
began wanting this job about 1961, 
and here I am." 

Although Sanders' coaching ex- 
perience was a factor in his selection, 
according to Buffalo athletics direc- 
tor Nelson E. Townsend, "the key 
element in the decision was his quiet 
yet forceful demeanor and his un- 
questionable integrity concerning 
intercollegiate athletics. 

"As a former UB scholar-athlete," 
Townsend added, "Sam projects 
just the image we wish to instill as 
part of the university's efforts to 
provide a quality experience for its 
student-athletes" 

Which is where the remodeling 
comes in. 

Buffalo already has under way a 
three-year plan to upgrade six sports 
(men's basketball, women's basket- 
ball, men's swimming, women's 
swimming, women's volleyball and 
wrestling) to Division 1 quality. 



Buffalo also will sponsor varsity 
programs in men's and women's 
cross country and indoor and out- 
door track, men's and women's ten- 
nis, and men's and women's soccer 
Two years ago, SUNY's board of 
trustees approved the school's re- 
quest to become the first school in 
the sy.stem to award athletics scho- 
larships. 

In announcing Sanders' selection, 
Townsend said the school has rede- 
fined the original plan, which had 
not called for football to be consid- 
ered for elevation from Division III 
before 1994. He said the revised 
schedule will have Buffalo compet- 
ing in Division 1-AA (based on 
NCAA approval of a rcclaisssifica- 
tion request) beginning in 1199.3. 

Townsend also told the Asso- 
ciated Press that officials have held 
preliminary, indirect talks regarding 
possible conference affiliation. The 
Ivy Group, Patriot League and Yan- 



kee Conference all are Division 1- 
AA leagues in Buffalo's region. 

lownsend said the announcement 
last year that Buffalo would become 
the first American city to host the 
World University Games (1993) al- 
lowed the school to accelerate its 
football plan. 

" That's been very instrumental in 
that we now have plans for a sta- 
dium," lown.send said of Buffalo's 
getting the 1 993 games. Those plans 
call for U B Stadium to be expanded 
from 4,000 to 35,000 seats in time 
for the international competition. 

"Right now, fund-raising is the 
most important thing that has to be 
done," said Sanders, most recently 
an assistant with the Canadian Foot- 
ball League Toronto Argonauts. 
"I'd like to be involved in it, and I 
plan to be involved. 

"Not to go out and be a fund- 
raiser," he said, "but I think I have 
enough contacts and know enough 



people that wc can get our foot in 
the door Then, well let the experts 
take over." 

Sanders, a guard on the 1958 
Buffalo team that won the Lambert 
Cup, played for the Buffalo Bills in 
I960 — the American Football 
League's initial season. 

Following his professional career, 
the Kenmore, New York, native, 
coached defense at Lehigh and at 
his alma mater He was named 
defensive coordinator at Northern 
Illinois in 1973. 

Sanders was named head coach 
at Alfred in 1977. He compiled an 
eight-year record of 49-27-2 before 
being named linebacker and defen- 
sive line coach with the Argonauts 
in 1985. 

"Wc have a lot of work ahead of 
us," Sanders said, "but it's work 
well get done to make this program 
the type of program people in the 
Buffalo community and the univer- 
sity can be proud of"

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CFA signs 
five-year 
ABC pact 

ABC Sports has signed an agree- 
ment with the College Football As- 
sociation for $210 million over five 
seasons. 

ABC will become the only over- 
the-air network to televise college 
football starting in 1991. It already 
has contracts with the Big Ten Con- 
ference and Pacific- 10 Conference 
that run through the 1994 season. 

"There's one network that will be 
covering it all," said Stephen J. 
Solomon, the senior vice-president 
of ABC Sports. "We think the op- 
portunity for putting together all of 
college football is a wonderful broad- 
casting opportunity," he told the 
Associated Press. 

The CFA, which has 64 member 
schools, is composed of five Division 
I- A conferences — the Atlantic 
Coast, Big Eight, Southeastern, 
Southwest Athletic and Western 
Athletic — and 20 independents. 

The CFA has one season remain- 
ing on a $64 million, four-year deal 
with CBS. 

In addition to the ABC deal, the 
CFA already has a cable contract 
with ESPN, which is for $1 10 mil- 
lion over four years, 1991-1994. 
Capital Cities, ABC's parent, owns 
80 percent of ESPN. 

"This was clearly the best deal for 
a variety of reasons," said David 
Ogrean, assistant executive director 
of the CFA. 

"There is an ESPN cable package 
that actually overlaps our package 
on Saturdays," Solomon said. 
"ESPN has a prime-time package. 
There's local syndication going on 
at all different hours and syndication 
at Turner (WTBS), which is a su- 
perstation and has a broad reach." 

Solomon said ABC would be 
showing 25 to 35 games each year 
under the CFA and Big Ten and 
Pac-10 contracts and many games 
would be televised nationally. 

Metro, Raycom 
extend TV pact 

The Metropolitan Collegiate Ath- 
letic Conference and Raycom, Inc., 
have extended their television agree- 
ment through the 1994-95 basketball 
season, with the new arrangement 
providing the league revenues in 
excess of $4 million. 

Raycom will continue to retain 
exclusive rights to the Metro's in- 
traconfercncc and postseason tour 
nament television packages. 

This season, the Metro Confer- 
ence and Raycom are completing 
the final portion of a five-year con- 
tract, and the new pact calls for an 
additional five-year arrangement. 

The new Metro-Raycom con 
tract, like the current one, protects 
local television packages for all 
Metro teams, includes yearly mini- 
mum financial guarantees, requires 
a minimum of four appearances per 
school and expands the regular- 
season package to 28 games.

Cincinnati to expand and renovate football stadium 



The University of Cincinnati will 
provide a new home for its football 
program by making a $13.5 million 
renovation and expansion of its on- 
campus stadium.

Phase II will include the develop- 
ment of a grass practice and recrea 
tional area south of Shoemaker 
Center, renovation of the outdoor 
track, creation of a track and soccer 
complex, and the upgrading of the 
baseball field. The estimated cost of 
this pha.sc is SI, 750,000. 

Timetables will not be established 
for the latter phase until the stadium 
project is closer to completion. 

Cincinnati has been playing foot- 
bail at its current stadium site since 
1902. Expansions in 1935 and 1954 
increased seating capacity to 26,592. 
Artificial turf was first added in 
1970 and replaced in 1978 and 1986. 
The stadium is one of the most-used 
facilities on campus. The turf is in 
use an average of 14 hours daily, 80 
percent of that time for intramural 
and recreational activities. 

Six Big Ten 
championships 
to be on TV 

Six Big len Conference cham 
pionships events will be televised 
around the Midwest to an audience 
of more than two million viewers 
under an agreement between Sports- 
Channel and the Big Ten. 

Both SporlsChannel Chicago (1 .6 
million subscribers) and SportsChan- 
nel Ohio (600,000) will carry the 
championships tournaments for 
men's gymnastics, wrestling, wom- 
en's gymnastics, baseball, and men's 
and women's outdoor track and 
field. Several of these events also 
will be shown around the country 
on other SportsChannel regionals. 
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As use of three-pointer goes up, scoring goes down

Use and popularity of the three- 
point shot continues to climb in its 
fourth season, even though scoring 
is down at midscason in men's Divi- 
sion I basketball. 

One of every 4.7 shots now is a 
three-pointer, compared to one of 
every 6.4 in 1987, the first year of 
universal use (only experimental 
use allowed before that). It has 
brought more excitement, for spec- 
tators and players alike. 

At midseason, the average game 
involving at least one Division I 
team produced 9.22 successful three- 
pointers in 25.31 attempts (both 
teams combined). In 1987, the final 
figures were seven made in 18.25 
attempts, in 1988 it was 7.97 in 
20.84 and in 1989, it was 8.87 in 
23.60. 

At the same time, three-point 
accuracy continues to drop as more 
players shoot it more often. In 1987, 
it was 38.4 percent; in 1988, 38.2; in 
1989, 37.6; and at midseason, 36.4 
percent. 

Scoring, shooting down 

The perennial national scoring 
offense leader, the Big Eight Con- 
ference, leads again with 88. 1 points 
per game per team, and tops the 
country in field-goal accuracy at 
50.3 percent. 

But the national trend is down in 
both categories. Scoring is 149.3 
points per game (both teams com- 
bined) at midscason. That is a drop 
of 2.1 from last season's final 
151.4 highest since I975's 153.1. 
The record is 155.4 in 1971. 

Scoring usually increases in the 
last half of the season (although it 
did not last year), so it still might 
equal last year's. And it is above the 
147.8 in 1988 and 145.4 in 1987, first 
two seasons of the three-pointer. 

Two-point accuracy had climbed 
in 1988 and 1989, as the three 
pointer opened up the inside 
game the thing it was designed to 
do. This offset the drop in three- 
point accuracy, so that national 
accuracy from all ranges moved 
upward. 

The reverse is true at midseason, 
with accuracy from all ranges at 
only 45.6 percent vs. I989's final 47 
and two-point accuracy only 48.1 
vs. last season's final 49.8 a two- 
point record (48.1 in 1984 is the 
record from all ranges). 

Free-throw accuracy at midseason 
is only 68. 1 percent vs. last season's 
final 69.1. The record is 69.7 in 
1979. 

Conference leaders 

Looking at the top 10 conferences 
in field-goal accuracy, only the Big 
Eight is up over last .season's final 
figure (50.3 vs. a third-place 49.4). 
The other nine arc down. The sec- 
ond-place Big Ten Conference is at 
49.8 (vs. a leading 50.5 last year) 
and the Atlantic Coast Conference 
is 49.3 (vs. a second-place 49.7). The 
Pacific-IO Conference (48.2) and 
Big East Conference (47.9) follow. 

In scoring offense, the Big Eight, 
the national leader over the past six 
years combined, is far in front with 
88.1, as mentioned. Next arc the 
Southwestern Athletic Conference 
at 84,2; ACC, 84; Southeastern Con- 
ference, 80.9; and Southwest Ath- 
letic Conference, 80 (edging the Big 
East's 79.9). 

In three-point accuracy, it is ACC, 
40; Ivy Group, 39.5; and Big Eight 
39.1. In three-pointers made, the 
Southern Conference edges the 
SEC, 5.924 to 5.916 per game de- 
spite Kentucky's big numbers, with 
the Mid-American Athletic Confer- 
ence third at 5.39. In free-throw 
accuracy, it is MAC, 71.2; Western 
Athletic Conference, 71.0, and

Women's three-pointers grow 

This is the third year for the 
three-point shot in women's basket- 
ball, and its use is growing at a 
faster pace than in the men's game. 
At the same time, the "accuracy 
gap" between the men and women 
continues to shrink. 

At midscason, the average game 
involving at least one Division I 
team produced 4.22 successful three- 
pointers (both teams combined) in 
12.41 attempts. In 1988, the first 
year, it was 3.03 in 9.02 and in 1989, 
3.71 in 10.89. 

Successful thrcc-pointcrs thus 
have jumped 39.3 percent in 2'/? 
seasons in women's basketball com-

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Athletes urged not to rely on nutritional supplements 



I'he NCAA Committee on Com- 
petitive Safeguards and Medical 
Aspects of Sports is urging student- 
athletes to rely on sound eating 
habits rather than nutritional sup- 
plements to enhance athletics per- 
formance. 

At its January 17-18 meeting in 
Kansas City, Missouri, the commit- 
tee approved a policy statement 
stressing that proper nutrition is the 
best and safest way to achieve peak 
performance. 

"When athletes consume a suffi- 
cient variety of foodstuffs to provide 
adequate calories, carbohydrates, 
protein, fat, vitamins and minerals," 
the policy says, "there appears to be 
no valid reason for consuming (nu- 
tritional) supplements if sound die- 
tary practices are followed." 

The committee adopted the state 
ment in response to the increasing 
interest in ergogenic aids, defined as 



"any substance or procedure that 
either improves or is thought to 
improve physical performance." Er- 
gogenic aids include such common 
nutritional supplements as vitamins, 
minerals, amino acids, special pro- 
teins and herb extracts. 
No positive effect 

"By far, the majority of studies 
have revealed that such ergogenic 
aids have little or no positive influ- 
ence on exercise performance and 
that they may be physiologically 
detrimental to the athlete's well- 
being," the policy says. 

"Health food stores are telling 
student-athletes that substances like 
amino acids, bee pollens and herbs 
improve athletics performance," said 
Frank D. Uryas7., NCAA director 
of sports .sciences. "But they're ex- 
pensive, and they don't work. By 
adopting this policy, the committee 
hopes that athletics trainers and 



sports-medicine professionals will 
pass the word on to student-athletes 
who inquire about the use of such 
supplements to gain a competitive 
edge." 

If approved by the NCAA Coun- 
cil at its April 23-25 meeting, the 
policy statement will become the 
official position of the NCAA and 



the NCAA Wrestling Committee 
and an experienced sports-medicine 
researcher to examine changes in 
wrestlers' weight between weigh-in 
and competition at national cham- 
pionships. Of particular interest to 
the committee is whether a relation- 
ship exists between the amount of 
weight a wrestler gains after weigh-

A record for 'buckets' after rain 
in Maine falls mainly on a game 



It was a pretty interesting bas- 
ketball game. 

Colby College defeated the 
University of Southern Maine in 
a game that saw a 49-point per 
formance by a Colby senior over- 
shadowed by a rain delay. 

Yes, a rain delay — a six-day, 
five-minute delay to be exact. 

The game was stopped at 2:21 
into the first half January 10 
after Colby forward Kevin Whit- 
more slipped in a puddle under a 
leaky roof in Southern Maine's 
gym. Deciding that playing eon 
ditions were too dangerous, offi 
cials halted the game with Colby 
leading, 7-4. 

Since Colby's women were 
scheduled to play at Southern 
Maine January 16, the men's 
contest was rescheduled for that 
night as part of a doubleheadcr. 

However, the game's resump- 
tion almost was anticlimactic. 
Between January 10 and 16: 

• Debate raged in the Maine 
press over whether the game 
should be resumed from the 



point of suspension or restarted. 
NCAA rules settled the contro- 
versy, stating that the game 
should be resumed. 

• Reporters also debated who 
would get possession of the ball. 
Since Colby's Whitmore lost the 
ball out of bounds when he 
slipped in the puddle. Southern 
Maine was awarded the ball. 

• On the day the game was to 
resume, the Colby men's and 
women's teams climbed on the 
same bus for the trip to Southern 
Maine via the Maine Turnpike. 
En route, the bus blew a tire. 

As the bus sat alongside the 
road, Colby men's coach and 
athletics director Richard Whit- 
more ordered the women to hand 
over the box suppers they 
planned to eat after their game 
so that the men could eat a 
pregame meal. The women char- 
itably complied. Somehow, the 
bus got the teams to the Southern 
Maine gym, although with only 
20 minutes remaining before the 
start of the women's game. 



• Not even the referees could 
escape controversy. When referee 
Al Neri and his partner halted 
the men's contest January 10, 
they beat a hasty retreat from the 
packed gym before their decision 
was announced. Neri, however, 
received a check for his abbre- 
viated night's work, then picked 
up a second check for the re 
sumed game. 

When he was asked if he 
would share two-plus minutes' 
worth of his check with the new 
partner who was assigned for the 
resumed game, Neri elected not 
to comment. 

The game resumed under a 
bright blue tarp that had been 
installed under the roof by a 
fan — in futiUty — on that rainy 
night six days before. Colby won, 
96-80, behind all-America Matt 
Hancock's 49 points a team 
record and also a Southern 
Maine gymnasium record.

larships (two for men and two for 
women) will be awarded at large. 

Faculty athletics representatives 
are responsible for collecting the 
completed nomination forms and 
forwarding them, along with an 
official transcript of the candidate's 
academic record, to the appropriate 
district selection committee chair. 

Each institution is asked to limit 
its nominations to one male student- 
athlete and one female student- 
athlete. Institutional representatives 
and student-athletes must complete 
the five forms included in the schol- 
arship folder. 

The Association annually awards 
100 postgraduate scholarships of 
$4,000 each. In addition to the 20 
scholarships for basketball student- 
athletes, 25 are presented to football 
participants and 55 (30 for men and 
25 for women) to varsity athletes in 
sports other than football and bas- 
ketball in which the NCAA sponsors 
championship competition.

in and the quality of his performance 
in the match. 

The committee said it supports 
the intent of the research and wants 
to help the Wrestling Committee 
obtain the data necessary to make 
decisions in the best interests of the 
student-athlete. 

In addition, the committee dis- 
cussed the need for NCAA research 
on surface related injuries — specif 
ically, comparing injury rates on 
grass with those on artificial surfa- 
ces. 

Committee members noted that 
NCAA Injury Surveillance System 
data for Division l-A football reveal 
no significant injury-rate differences 
by surface, and the committee 
agreed that interest in the effect of 
surface on injuries is not as high as 
it was three years ago. The commit- 
tee concluded that the Injury Sur- 
veillance System provides adequate 
information on the topic and that 
no additional research by the NCAA 
is needed at this time. 

In other actions, the committee: 
• Directed the NCAA staff to 



study the feasibility of allowing 
entire conferences to participate in 
the Injury Surveillance System in a 
particular sport. The committee 
would allow conferencewide partic- 
ipation only if it did not alter the 
geographical distribution of schools 
in the sample or reduce the reliability 
of the survey. Any proposal for 
conference participation must be 
approved by the NCAA Executive 
Committee. 

• Formed a subcommittee to de- 
velop a long-term (one- to five-year) 
plan for the NCAA sports-sciences 
program. The plan could identify 
areas of special concern, funding 
priorities and sources, possible new 
projects, and programs in need of 
expansion. The committee acted in 
response to a request from the 
NCAA national office. 

• Set two dates for the drug- 
testing and drug-education subcom- 
mittee to meet before out-of-com 
petition drug testing begins this fall. 
The subcommittee will convene 
March 13 and April 4 to develop a 
protocol for the year round program 
and to complete the testing plan. 

• Recommended that committee- 
structure legislation be revised to 
specify that a primary care (family) 
physician and an orthopedic spe- 
cialist be among the three medical 
doctors who must serve on the com- 
mittee. The primary care physician 
also must be a doctor for a collegiate 
athletics team. 

Currently, the only requirement 
is that one physician is a woman; 
they all may have the same specialty. 
The committee recommends keep- 
ing the one-female requirement and 
specifying the area of specialty for 
two of the doctors to ensure that the 
committee represents a greater range 
of medical expertise.

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Low-income 
minorities 
skip college 

The percentage of low- and mid- 
dle-income Blacks and Hispanics 
entering college after high school 
graduation declined dramatically in 
the past decade, and fewer black 
college undergraduates achieved de- 
grees, the American Council on 
Education has reported. 

The "Eighth Annual Status Re- 
port on Minorities in Higher Edu- 
cation," released by ACE's Office of 
Minority Concerns, said that based 
on Census Bureau figures, college 
participation rate for dependent 
low-income black high school grad- 
uates between 18 and 24 dropped 
from 39.8 percent in 1976 to 30.3 
percent in 1988. 

Rate falls 

For Hispanics, the rate fell from 
50.4 percent to 35.3 percent, "indi- 
cating an educational failure rate of 
intolerable magnitude," the report 
said. 

"Since the mid 1970s, the college 
participation of African Americans 
and Hispanics has been a picture 
not of progress, but of major regres- 
sion," the report said. 

Low-income white high school 
graduates made a slight gain in 
college participation, rising from 
36.8 percent to 38.8 percent, ac 
cording to the report. 

The study said 51 percent of 
Blacks and 45 percent of Hispanics 
were from families with incomes 
under $18,581. Twenty-five percent

of the Blacks and 33 percent of the 
Hispanics had family incomes be 
tween $18,582 and $33,510, and 16 
percent of the Blacks and 1 7 percent 
of the Hispanics had family incomes 
between $33,511 and $52,119, the 
report said. 

Eight percent of the black youths 
and five percent of Hispanic youths 
were from families with incomes of 
$52,120 and above. 

By 1988, the college participation 
rate of middle-income Blacks had 
fallen to 36.2 percent from 52.7 
percent in 1976, with black males 
lagging most severely. 

Corresponding rates for Hispan- 
ics were 46.4 percent in 1988 com- 
pared with 53.4 percent in 1976. 
Degrees increase 

The report showed that as a 
group, the number of degrees earned 
by minorities, including Blacks, His- 
panics, Asian Americans and Amer- 
ican Indians, increased from 1976 
to 1987, with jumps of 30.9 percent 
in bachelor's degrees and 63.4 per- 
cent in first professional degrees. 

But Blacks sustained the greatest 
losses among all racial and ethnic 
groups. From 1976 to 1987, the 
number of Blacks earning bachelor's 
degrees fell 4.3 percent, from 59,122 
degrees to 56,544 degrees. For black 
males, the drop was 12.2 percent, 
from 25,634 to 22,498 bachelor's 
degrees. 

Blacks earned 6.4 percent of the 
918,388 bachelor's degrees awarded 
in 1976, but only 5.7 percent of the 
991,388 bachelor's degrees in 1987. 
Hispanics earned two percent of the 
degrees in 1976 and 2.7 percent in 
1987.

Men's volleyball has gained var- 
sity status at Stevens Institute of 
Technology, and a 10-match sched 
ule will begin February 6 when 
Stevens Tech hosts Eastern Mon- 
tana. 

Pat Dorywalski, the women's vol- 
leyball coach, will also head the 
men's program.

Bill would make NCAA due process mandatory 



A bill that would permit Ne- 
braska universities to sue the NCAA 
for a violation of due process in 
disciplinary proceedings appears to 
be headed for approval in the state's 
legislature. 

The proposal, introduced during 
the legislature's 1989 session, would 
make the Association liable for 
actual damages suffered as a result 
of sanctions if a court holds that due 
process was violated. 

Sponsored by Sen. Ernest 
Chambers of Omaha and Rep. Cap 
Dierks of Ewing, the bill cleared the 
last hurdle before final approval in 
the 49-member assembly when it 



advanced from second-stage con- 
sideration by a 25-3 vote January 
16. 

The bill would require (he NCAA 
to follow due process in its; discipli- 
nary proceedings, according to the 
Associated Press. It wouild allow 
institutions and individuials — in- 
cluding employees and students 
to take legal action, and would 
subject sanctions imposed by the 
NCAA to review by thie state's 
courts. 

Last year, the bill received first- 
round approval but failed to ad- 
vance further. 
Bill amended 

Since then, the Nebraska attorney 




general's office has issued an opinion 
stating that the bill is constitutional, 
except for a portion that would 
have permitted plaintiffs to sue for 
punitive as well as actual damages. 
Chambers amended the bill to spec- 
ify that plaintiffs may sue only for 
actual damages. 

Chambers told members of the 
legislature that the bill was intro- 
duced in response to a ruling by the 
U.S. Supreme Court that the NCAA 
is not subject to Federal due process 
requirements because it is a private 
organization. The decision was 
issued in a case involving the Asso- 
ciation and University of Nevada, 
Las Vegas, basketball coach Jerry 
Tarkanian. 

"That ruling leaves the only re- 
course against the NCAA that it be 
held accountable to the standards 
of due process in the state courts," 
Chambers told his colleagues. 
Counsel responds 

But John J. Kitchin, the NCAA's 
legal counsel, disagreed that Ne 
braska universities or individuals 



have "no other remedy" for a viola- 
tion of due process. 

"Of course, the NCAA member- 
ship believes in fair enforcement, 
and its enforcement structure and 
procedures do provide due process 
to institutions and individuals," he 
said. 

Kitchin, who said he has not seen 
a copy of the bill and therefore 
based his response on news reports 
only, also expressed concern about 
a "lack of uniformity" that could 
result from the adoption of similar 
legislation by every state. He said 
such legislation would complicate 
the NCAA's ability "to adjudicate 
infractions cases involving its 
members, where the members may 
have different state-law standards," 
and would interfere with institutions' 
rights of membership in the Associ- 
ation. 

The counsel also questioned the 
constitutionality, in terms of equal 
protection, of a bill that apparently 
singles out the NCAA and/ or ath- 
letics organizations for liability.

The Kristi Overton Athletic En 
dowment is structured to provide a 
full scholarship each fall to a woman 
student-athlete from North Carolina 
who enters East Carolina. 

Dave Hart, director of athletics, 
said, "It is extremely significant in 
that it represents our first endow- 
ment gift earmarked for our wom- 
en's programs. It is very fitting that 



Kristi Overton's name be affixed to 
this endowment scholarship due to 
the fact that she is a bona fide 
example of exemplary achievement 
by a woman athlete right here in our 
own community." 

Overton has been named by the 
Women's Sports Foundation as one 
of the future top 10 women athletes. 
She was the 1989 professional water 
ski tour slalom champion and was 
the 1988 national college water ski 
champion. 

She has been featured in Sports

The Big Ten Conference has cen- 
sured Purdue University head men's 
basketball coach Gene Keady for 
remarks "unduly criticial of confer- 
ence basketball officials." 

The censure involved Purdue's 
game against Indiana, which Purdue 
won 81-79 in overtime. Keady drew 
a technical foul in the first half after 
disagreeing with some calls, then 
blasted officials in a postgame news 



conference. 

The Big Ten said in a news release 
that conference regulations prohibit 
"undue public criticism of officials, 
and coach Keady's comments of 
January 13 were in violation of this 
standard " 

The Big Ten said the censure 
carries no penalty and is purely "a

Proposals 

No. 24: To require Divisions I and II member inslilulions to provide certain admissions and 
graduation-rale data lo prospects, the parents ol prospects, and the prospects' high school and two-year 
college coaches: lo require thai ihe NCA.A publish such information annually on an inslitution-specific 
basis, and to establish the reporting of such information lo ihe NC.^.^ as a prerecjuisile for Divisions 
I and II championships eligihiliiv. Commission-sponsored, General business session. Divisions I and II, 
roll call. 

No, 26; To rescind Proposal No. 42 and specify thai the partial qualifier may receive need-hased, 
nonathletically related financial aid. In football and basketball, receipt of such aid would make the 
student-athlete a counter against the awards limitation in the sport. Commission-sponsored. Division 
I business session, roll call. 

No. 27; To rescind Proposal No. 42. Sponsored by two member conferences. Division I business 
session, roll call. 

No. 29; To permit all nonqualifiers and partial qualifiers in Division II to receive nonathletically 
related institutional financial aid, with proper certification. Sponsored b\ Division II Steering 
Committee. Division [I business session, roll call. 

No. 30: To reduce the time demands required of student-athletes in all sports by (I) reducing spring 
football practice in Divisions 1-.^. I-A.A and II lo 10 sessions in 18 consecutive calendar days and 
prohibiting contact in spring practice: (2) specifying that men's and women's basketball preseason 
conditioning activities could not begin before October 1 in Divisions I and III and October 15 in 
Division II; (3) specifying that men's and women's basketball preseason practice could not begin until 
November I in all divisions; (4) specifying that the first basketball contest could not be played until 
December 1 in Divisions I and III (no change in Division II); (5) reducing the number of basketball 
contests to 25 in all divisions and eliminating the current exemptions to counting basketball contests, 
except the one relating to postseason conference tournaments, and (6) directing athletics interests to 



develop recommendations for reductions in time demands on student-athletes in all other sports for 
action at the 19*^1 Convention, Commission-sponsored. General business session, roll call. 

No. 31; To reduce spring football practice in Div ision II to 12 sessions in 24 calendar days, with no 
contact permitted. Sponsored by Division II Steering Committee. The vote will be in the general 
business session due to the direct relationship to a portion of Proposal No. 30. Roll call. 

No, 32; To permit summer financial aid to he awarded to a prospective student-athlete to attend an 
institution's summer school or summer orientation program under specified conditions, including the 
fact that the aid must be nonathletically related. Commission-sponsored, General business session, roll 
call. 

No, 33; Essentially the same as No, 32, except that the financial aid could be athletically related and 
would be in proportion to the amount the individual would receive in the following regular term. 
Sponsored by six members of a Division I-A conference. General business session, roll call. 

No. 34: To increase from 25 to 30 the initial-grant limit in Division I-.\ football. Sponsored by six 
members of a Division \-A conference. Division l-.A business session, roll call. 

No. 37: To permit student-athletes to receive a combination of Pell Grant assistance and other 
institutional financial aid provided the overall grant total does not exceed the v alue of a full grant plus 
$1,700, or the student-athlete's cost of attendance, whichever is less, NC.'V,^ Council-sponsored 
Division 1 business session, roll call. 

No. 38: To permit nonqualifiers and partial qualifiers in Division I to earn a fourth season of athletics 
eligibility if they have completed 96 semester or 144 quarter units tow ard a specific baccalaureate degree 
program at the certifying institition by the beginning of the fifth academic year of enrollment. 
Sponsored by a Division I-.A conference. Division I business session. 

No. 52: To specify that a student-athlete who is found to have used a banned drug shall he declared 
ineligible for all regular-season and postseason competition through the period of time ending one 
calendar year after the positive drug test and until the student-athlete retests negative and the Eligibility 
Committee has restored his or her eligibility: also, lo specify that a student-athlete w ho tests positive for 
the use of any drug other than a "street drug" after bemg restored to eligibililty pursuant to a prior 
positive drug lest shall suffer a lifetime ban from regular-season and postseason eligibility, while a 
student-athlete testing positive for the use of a "street drug" after restoration of eligibility shall suffer the 
loss of one season of competition in all spons and shall remain ineligible for regular-season and 
postseason competition at least through the next calendar year Sponsored by the NCAA Council and 
Executive Committee. General business session, roll-call vote. 

No. 53; To establish a year-round drug-testing program and to abolish the current voluntary off- 
season drug-testing program conducted by the .Association, Sponsored by the Council and Executive 
Committee.

No. 54: To specify that team-eligibility sanctions related to the use of banned drugs in NCAA 
championships and certified postseason football games shall not apply except as noted and applied 
currently. Sponsored by the Council and Executive Committee. General business session, roll-call vote. 

No. 69: To resolve that every conference eligible to receive automatic qualification to the 1991 and 
1992 Division I Men's Basketball Championships shall have the opportunity to compete directly for 
such qualification (i.e., in a "play-in" procedure), and to exempt any such play-in contests from the 
limitation on countable contests. Sponsored by two Division 1 conferences. Division I business session, 
roll-call vote.

Education Secretary Lauro Ca- 
vazos says colleges and universities 
must help ensure a quality education 
for any American, regardless of 
race or economic status. 

"1 would submit that there needs 



to be a fundamental commitment to 
assure the following: By the year 
2000, students from all population 
segments and economic groups who 
aspire to enter and complete pro- 
grams of postsecondary education 



Bradley to revise legislation 



In the wake of an NCAA decision 
to require reporting of student- 
athlete graduation rates, a New 
Jersey senator plans to alter his 
Student-Athlete Right-to-K.now Act 
to exclude all NCAA member insti- 
tutions, including those in Division 
111. 

During a news conference follow- 
ing adoption at the NCAA Conven- 
tion of Proposal No. 24, Sen. Bill 
Bradley said he would not withdraw 
his bill until the National Associa- 
tion of Intercollegiate Athletics and 
the nation's junior colleges also 
agree voluntarily to reveal gradua 
tion rates. 

However, Greg McCarthy, a press 
aide in Bradley's office, said the 
senator docs not plan to include 
NCAA Division III member insti- 
tutions in his revised bill, even 
though Convention Proposal No. 
25, to require Division III schools 
to report graduation rates, was with- 
drawn at the Convention. 



Bradley sponsored the right-to- 
know legislation in the U.S. Senate 
to help student-athletes choose a 
college or university. A similar bill is 
sponsored in the House by Reps. 
Ed Towns, D-New York, and Tom 
McMillen, D-Maryland. McMillen 
said he would seek revisions in the 
House bill similar to Bradley's. 

Bradley told national wire services 
that the NCAA Convention action 
on Proposal No. 24 "is fully consis- 
tent with legislation that we have 
sponsored." He said reporting also 
should be required for the "hundreds 
of colleges in other athletics confer- 
ences that are not covered by NCAA 
regulations." 

Bradley told reporters, "A poten- 
tial student-athlete and his or her 
parents are entitled to a direct and 
valid answer to the question, 'If I 
enter your college or university on 
an athletics scholarship in my sport, 
what are the chances that I will 
graduate within a year of those in 
my entering class?"' 



have equal access to a quality edu- 
cation," Cavazos told about 1,200 
higher education leaders at an Amer- 
ican Council on Education luncheon 
in Washington, D.C., January 19. 

The Bush administration and the 
nation's governors are preparing 
specific guidelines and timetables to 
improve learning, mainly in ele- 
mentary and secondary schools, but 
Cavazos said higher education lead- 
ers need to clearly define their edu- 
cational mission as well, the 
Associated Press reported. 

"Universities and colleges must 
assume leadership in restructuring 
education in America today," Cava- 
zos told the educators. 

According to Cavazos, higher 
education leaders should set goals 
that include: 

• Reducing by half the gap in 
degree completion rates at both the 
associate and baccalaureate level 
"between black and Hispanic stu- 
dents on the one hand and Anglo 
and Asian students on the other." 
Cavazos noted that 55 percent of 
black students and 51 percent of 
Hispanics who enter higher educa- 
tion "do not earn any credentials 
whatsoever even after 1 2 years" — 
compared with 33 percent for other 
students. 

• Making sure that 50 percent of 
all bachelor's degree recipients arc 



able to demonstrate proficiency in a 
language other than English. Cur- 
rently, only 10 percent of students 
are able to demonstrate such profi- 
ciency. 

• Guaranteeing that all associate 
and bachelor's degree recipients 
should be able to demonstrate pro- 
ficiency in college-level math and 
science. 

• Increasing by 25 percent the 
number of U.S. college graduates 
completing doctoral programs in 
the basic arts, mathematics, sciences, 
engineering and technological disci- 
plines, and by 50 percent the number 
of women. Blacks, Indians and His- 
panics in the group. 

• Making sure all graduating stu- 
dents are able to write coherent, 
grammatically correct papers; dis- 
play a basic knowledge of world 
history, geography and culture ap- 
propriate to their degree level, as 
well as develop higher-order critical- 
thinking and problem-solving skills. 

Cavazos stressed that a special 
effort must be made in minority 
teacher preparation. 

Noting the severe shortage of 
minority teachers, he said 30 percent 
of the students in public elementary 
and secondary schools are either 
Hispanic or black and that only 1 1 
percent of the teachers are Hispanic 
or black. 



"You must involve yourself in 
helping America restructure ele- 
mentary and secondary education," 
he said. 

"I must remind you that the qual- 
ity of the student that comes to your 
university or college is totally de- 
pendent upon what is occurring in 
the public elementary and secondary 
schools of America today."

The American Football Coaches 
Association took time out during its 
recent convention in San Francisco 
to honor one of Hollywood's most 
popular film stars. 

Actor Burt Reynolds, who played 
fullback during his college days at 
Florida State University before go- 
ing on to play the roles of several 
football players on movie screens, 
received the coaches' DcOrmond 
"Tuss" McLaughry Award for dis- 
tinguished service to mankind. 

Reynolds, whose best-known foot- 
ball-themcd films are "Semi-Tough" 
and "The Longest Yard," is well- 
known these days for creating op- 
portunities for aspiring actors. 

He established an institute for 
theatrical training and the Burt 
Reynolds Dinner Theater in Jupiter, 
I lorida, and provided a $600,000 
endowment for the Burt Reynolds 
F.minent Scholar Chair in profes- 
sional and regional theater at Flor- 
ida State. He also recently donated 
$ 1 million for the new Asolo Center 
lor the Pcrlorming Arts in Sarasota, 
Florida. 

But Reynolds hasn't lost any of 
his interest in football; he regularly 
attends games at the school, which 
named its athletics residence hall 
lor him. 

The AFCA also honored 83-year- 
old Len Casanova, athletics director 
emeritus at the University of Oregon 
and a former football coach at the 
school, with its Amos Alonzo Stagg 
Award for outstanding contribu- 
tions to football. Casanova served 
as AFCA president in 1964. 

New AFCA honorary members 
Joe Restic of Harvard University, 
Jimmie IVIcDowell of the National 
Football Foundation and Volney 
Meece of the Football Writers As- 
sociation of America also were ac- 
knowledged at the convention. 



University of Florida swimmers 
rewarded the school's 60-year spon- 
sorship of a varsity program in the 
sport January 13 by picking up 
dual-meet victories Nos. 499 and 
500. The women's team defeated 
its counterpart from the University 
of Miami (Florida), 62-49, for 
No. 499. The men followed by de- 
feated Miami's men, 65-39, for No. 
500. 

Florida's combined dual-meet rec- 
ord, with those victories, stands at 
500-1 17-3. Men's teams have com- 



bined for a 368-106-3 mark since 
1930, and women's squads have 
combined for a record of 132-11 
since 1973. 

University of New Hampshire 
officials have announced plans to 
honor the school's 1 964 65 ice hoc- 
key team, which played the first 
game ever in Snively Arena. That 
team defeated Norwich University, 
4-2, February 13, 1964, in the on- 
campus facility's first contest. 

To help celebrate the arena's 25th 
"birthday," returning members of 
that team will be introduced to fans 
during an intermission of the 1989- 
90 New Hampshire squad's Febru- 
ary 14 game against Merrimack 
College. They also will be the fea- 
tured guests at a pregame buffet 
and a postgame reception. 




University of South Carolina 
women's basketball coach Nancy 
Wilson earned career victory No. 
300 January 8 when her Lady 



Gamecocks defeated Clemson Uni- 
versity, 75-52. 

Wilson posted 193 victories 
(against only 64 defeats) in eight 
seasons at the College of Charleston. 
Through the Clemson game, she 
was 107-54 at South Carolina 
(where she is in her sixth season). 



Fifteen of the University of North- 
ern Colorado's 19 women's soccer 



players earned grade-point averages 
of at least 3.000 (4.000 scale) last 
fall — while their sport was in sea- 
son. They were led by Deanna Cas- 
torena, who had a 4.000. For the 
record, 12 of those 19 players on the 
1989-90 roster have cumulative 
GPAs of at least 3.000. 

Ten North Carolina State Uni- 
versity baseball players earned 
GPAs of at least 3.000 last semester, 
and five of them were named to the 
dean's list. Sophomore Stacy Betts 
led the way with a 4.000.
